Park  Updates 

If  you’ve  been  down  to  the  park  at  all  in  the  last  few 
weeks,  you’ve  seen  the  Rec&Park  guys  up  on  the 
gym  roof  scrambling  around  like  monkeys.  What  a 
Job!  They’re  moving  quickly  on  the  roof.  They 
uncovered  dry  rot  on  the  north  side  of  the  building, 
which  we  assume  they  will  be  fixing.  If  you  have  a 
chance,  stop  by  and  thank  them  for  their  good  work. 

Rec&Park  did  get  its  Renaissance  money.  A  portion 
of  it  is  earmarked  for  completion  of  the  dog  park. 
The  project  is  slated  to  take  place  during  fiscal  year 
2000.  Stay  tuned. 

President  Jonna  Ramey  &  Finance  Officer  Danna 
Peterson  met  with  Rec&Park  staff,  a  representative 
from  GameTime  (manufacturer  of  play  structures) 
and  folks  from  2  other  parks.  The  whole  focus  of  the 
meeting  was  how  to  fast-track  play  area  updates  for 
parks.  The  Club  will  be  submitting  a  small  grant 
proposal  to  Rec&Park  as  well  as  other  funding 
sources.  Our  goal  is  to  get  the  structures  revamped 
before  Louisa  Fossett’s  kids  are  in  high  school.  (As 
funny  as  this  seems,  for  many  neighborhoods,  it  has 
taken  that  many  years  to  revamp  their  park  play 
area.  With  our  partnership  with  Rec&Park  and 
GameTime,  we’re  planning  to  speed  up  the  process.)
